The wvery meat of the resolution is
vontained im the ssecond section, and
listen to it: “Sec. 2. Congresa shall
have power to define, regulate, control,
prohibit or dissolve trusts, monopolies
ur combinations, whether existing in
the form of a combination or other-
wise. To all this the Damoersey con
sented. Not a single objestion was
aver made by the Democratie party in
vongress to that. But the following
was the trouble; listen to the conclu-
sion, it says: “The several states may
aontinue to exercise such power in any
manner not in confliet with the laws of
the Tnited States.,”” This is the lan-
guage of the conclusion of that resolu-
tion. Can any American read it and
wmisunderstand its meaning? When it
=ays the saveral states may continue to
exercise power, eto , in any manner
not in eonflict with the laws of the
United States it can mean nothing "a8s
than destruetion of states sovereignty,
the destruction of the righta of the
states to control their jnternal domes
tic affairs and the centralizing of the
power of government incosgress. A
great centralized power, therefore, de-
stroying state rights and state sover-
eighty, was the forecast of that resolu-
tion; and therefore the democracy op-
posed it, and some of the Republicans
did the same thing.

The eountry knows as well as [ that
the dispositior. of the Bepublican party
has long been tréending toward the eon-
centration of power in the grneral gov-
ernment, and in this disguise, blinding
the eyes of the people with the name
of opposing trusts, it attempted toef-
feet it.
